In response to the Office Action mailed August 12, 2003, and based on the telephone 
interview conducted on December 16, 2003, Applicant makes a provisional election of species 
and requests reconsideration of the application in view of the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-173 are pending in the above-captioned application. The Office Action asserts 
that this application contains at least eight patentably distinct species directed to various 
compositions comprising mutually exclusive emulsifying systems. The Office Action requires a 
provisional election, under 35 U.S.C. § 121, of one of the following emulsifying systems: 

(a) Acidic wax such as beeswax and anionic emulsifiers (claims 1-21, 137-150, and 
159-173); 

(b) Non-ionic emulsifiers that are ethoxylated ethers (claims 22-34 in part, 60-70 in- 
partand 110-122);
